He 
Iiail repeatedly, be deolarod, called the 
Rttcntion of lhe nienilicrs of the club lo 
the various leaktrgcs al the dam, but he 
received the stsreolyped raply that the 
masonry was all right, that it had been

Itia 
aatiafobtory ttf find ajury of United 
States citisr,ens coming to this conclu- 
sion, for the impro.s.i)ion abroad \a that 
ill ordei' to socure tlio voles of llio mem- 
burs of this and aimilur organizations 
and tho.se who. sympathize: with them, 
people on the other- side of tlie line are 
disposed to tolerate, their principles and 
wink very hard at their practices. It is 
well known that men who make no 
scruple lo declare that tliey are pro])iued, 
when the opportunity oilers, to use tlie 
must murderous means to accompliali 
their purposes, occupy high positions in 
the political organizations of United 
,State3 cities, and exercise a great deal 
,,f iiillueiice at oloclioiis. Tliey com- 
maiid votes, and that in the eyes of p:u- 
li.sans of all parties, covers a multitude 
of sins. It was to please the members 
of such associations that the United 
.Stutos .Senato reftised to sanction an ox- 
liadition treaty with llieat I'.ritain, 
wliicli. as every one liiiew. «as, toi llio 
Ihe credit of both counliies. :i iieeessily. 
lUlt us that treaty included among the 
crimes for which oflienders could bo ox- 
Iriidited attempts to destroy life and 
property by the ii-,e of dynamite nud 
,it!u !' exolosives. il was lejected by the 
SeiiaU-- It iieeils no leiiMihened eiMiniry 
(iMliscovei- ihr eaiiso "f llint lojeetion. 
Hut when the policy of assa.ssiiialioii is 
practiced in their own country "ui 
neighbors lind that it is "injurious to 
.\inerieaii iiislitiitinns." It is not only 
injurious to .Anieiirni iiisiitulioiis, but 
it is siiliveisii e of govei iinienl of all 
kinds and in every iMiuiitiy. Xo iiatiou 
under the sun can nd'onl to tol- 
erate societies which use violent 
and lawless means to accomplish 
their ends, and which take upon them- 
selves to pttiiish with death members 
wlioiu they dooiii false In tlioir aimrohi 
eal ami iimiilei iHis priiii'iples. It is for 
the law and the Inw alone to inllici 
punishnieut for ofl'ences against society 
in a civilized couui\unity, and the law 
cannot he too jealous of its prerogative. 

association which uses secret lunl 
siinimarv ways of punishiiii; those wlioni 
it rousiileis olinoxioii-^ is :i terrni- In ;i 
coimmiuity, and is capable, if allowed 
to grow, of exercising the most aboniin- 
able and the most intolerable tyranny. 
Siiich societies should be suppressed 
without scrnple and without hesitation. 
.Solf-iiresorvation rei|uires that society 
slioulil ci'U-ili t lu-Mi as i,inu a-^ their ex- 
istence is known.

The United .States nuthoritics 
showed tlie auarchisis who iiiidoriook 
some lime ago til «ceoiii|ilisli iheii pui - 
pose by violence, that tlioy could not do 
so with impunity. They apprehemled 
and executed the bomb throwers and 
those wiio conspired with them, and 
they raised a monnnieut to their victims 
who met their iloatli wlion a.i.sortinji the 
sn|ironiacy of law. Tliat lesson was no; 
lost on the aiKirclii.sts. They lind that 
it \» not one whit easier to take the law 
in their own hands in Republican Amei - 
iu« than in monarchical Kurope.

It wa-i deciilvil Wednesday moining 
by Mayor .Mm an that tlie militia could 
be withdrawn, ua they are entirely woi-n 
out by their ardiK)u.i duties, and many 
inilitianicu are becoming anxious to re- 
turn homo anil care lor their business 
interjatS. The city was placed In charge 
of thi police, and the militia waa, for 
the timo, released from duty.
